CONSTITUTION 


Whereas, we, the students of Hollins College, 
desire to assume some responsibility in the man¬ 
agement of our affairs, and thus to develop the 
principles of honor and self-reliance, we do here¬ 
by, in accordance with an agreement between 
the Faculty and Students, organize ourselves 
into an Association. 

ARTICLE 1 
Name 

This organization shall be called the Student 
Government Association o£ Hollins College. 

ART^LE 2 
Purpose 

The object; of this organization shall be to 
represent and to further the best interests of the 
Student Body, to secure co-operation between the 
different student organizations, and to promote 
responsibility, self-control and loyalty in the 
Student Body. 

ARTICLE 3 

Membership 

Section 1. All students registered in the 
College Department shall, of necessity, be mem¬ 
bers of the Student Government Association. 
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Sec. 2. Two-thirds of the members of the 
Association shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 3. Annual dues of the Association shall 
be one dollar. ($1.00). 

ARTICLE 4 
Legislative Department 

The legislative power shall be vested in the 
Student Government Association as a whole. 

ARTICLE 5 
Executive Department 

Section 1. The officers of the Association, 
fleeted for one (1) year, shall be: a President, 
elected from the incoming Senior Class; a Vice 
Preside^, elected from the incoming Senior 
Class; a Treasurer, elected from the incoming 
Junior Class; and a Secretary, elected from the 
incoming Sophomore Class. 

Sec. 2. Duties of Officers: 

(a) The Duties of the President shall be: 

(1) To preside over all meetings of the 
Executive Council, joint meetings of the Execu¬ 
tive Council and the Faculty Advisory Board, 
when expedient, and meetings of the Student 
Government Association. 

(2) To appoint all committees, the Recorder 
of the Point System, the Secretary of the Exec¬ 
utive Council, and the President pro tern, when 
necessary. 
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(3) To make quarterly and annual reports 
to the Student Government Association. 

(b) The duties of the Vice President shall he: 

(1) To perform the duties of the President 

in the absence or at the request of the President. 

(c) 7 he duties of the Secretary shall be: 

(1) I o keep record of all the proceedings of 
the Association. 

(2) To keep a list of the members of the 
Association. 

(3) To prepare and read the minutes of each 
meeting. 

(d) The duties of the Treasurer shall be: 

(1) I o collect all dues and fines. 

(2) To expend same, subject to approval by 
the President. 

(3) To submit her books to the Auditing 
Committee by December 1st, March 1st, and 
June 1st. 

Sec. 3. The executive power shall be vested 
in an Executive Council, wnich shall consist of 
the President and Vice President of the Student 
Government Association, three (3) members from 
the Senior Class, three (3) members from the Jun¬ 
ior Class, two (2) members from the Sophomore 
Class and two (2) members from the Freshman 
Class. 

(a) Class representatives on this Council 
shall be elected by their respective classes, for 
the term of one (1) year, these elections to take 
place by the first of May preceding their term of 
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office, except for the Freshmen representatives, 
who shall be elected between December 1st and 
10th. 

(b) The duties of the Executive Council 
shall be to act on all matters not provided for 
by the Association. 

(c) The meetings of the Council shall be 
held weekly. A simple majority of those pres¬ 
ent shall decide all questions. 

(d) The members of this Council shall be 
recognized as proctors or monitors at any time 
and any place. 

Sec. 4. Elections: 

(a) Nominations shall be made through the 
Nominating Committee and passed by t e 
Faculty Advisory Board. 

(b) Elections shall be carried by a simple 

majority. 

(c) In case of a tie in elections, when there 
have been three nominations, the vote sh e 
taken again on the two successful candidates, 
but when only two nominations have been 
made, the tie shall be decided by lot. 

(d) All ballots must be signed. 

(e) There shall be no voting by proxy. 

(f) In case of a vacancy in any office, this 
office shall be filled immediately by appointment. 

ARTICLE 6 
Judicial Department 

Section 1. The judicial power shall be vested 
in the Association as a whole, which shall con- 
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stitute a Court of Appeal from the decision of 
the Executive Council. 

Sec. 2. The Association shall vote on any 
interpretation made by the Executive Council, 
provided a written petition signed by twenty- 
five members of the Association be presented 
to the Executive Council. 

ARTICLE 7 
Advisory Board 

There shall be an Advisory Board composed 
of members of the Faculty, appointed by the 
President of the College. 

ARTICLE 8 
Meetings 

Section 1. There shall be two regular meet¬ 
ings of the Association: 

(a) The first meeting, at which the Constitu¬ 
tion, By-Laws and Regulations of the Student 
Government Association shall be read, shall be 
held as early in the CoUege year as the President 
may deem wise. 

(b) The second meeting shall be held not 
later than the third Monday in April. The 
object of this meeting shall be to elect the Presi¬ 
dent, Secretary, and Treasurer of the Student 
Government Association for the ensuing year. 

Sec. 2. The President shall call a meeting 
of the entire Student Body not later than the first 
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of May, for the purpose of electing for the fol¬ 
lowing year: 

(a) Officers for the Spinster; namely, Editor- 
in-Chief, Assistant Business Manager, Staff 
Members. 

(b) Officers of the Magazine; i. e., Editor- 
in-Chief, Assistant Business Manager, and Staff 
Members. 

Sec. 3. Additional meetings of the Associa¬ 
tion may be called by the President at any time, 
or upon written request of five (5) members. 

(a) Two (2) days previous to any meeting of 
the Association, a notice of said meeting shall be 
posted on the Students’ bulletin boards in all the 
halls, and, twenty-four (24) hours previous to the 
meeting, a complete list of subjects to be dis¬ 
cussed shall be likewise posted, and no subject 
be acted on in said meeting that has not been 
mentioned in said list. In cases requiring im¬ 
mediate or private action, this regulation may be 
set aside by the President. 

Soc. 4. A fine of twenty-five (25) cents shall 
be imposed upon any member failing to attend 
any meetings of the Association without valid 
excuse. 

ARTICLE 9 
Committees 

Section 1. (a) There shall be an Auditing 

Committee to inquire into and report on the 
financial standing of the Young Womens 
Christian Association, Spinster , Magazine , Athlet- 
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ic Association, Euzelian and Euepian Literary 
Societies, Student Government Association, 
Freshman, Sophomore, Junior and Senior Classes. 

(b) The duties of the Auditing Committee 
shall be to audit the Treasurers’ books of these 
organizations by December 1st, March 1st, and 
June 1st. 

Sec. 2. (a) The Executive Council shall ap¬ 
point not later than December 1st, a Nominating 
Committee composed of a Chairman from the 
Senior Class, two (2) members from the Senior 
Class, two (2) members from the Junior Class 
two (2) members from the Sophomore Class and 
two (2) members from the Freshman Class. 

(b) It shall be the duties of the Committee: 

(1) I o receive recommendation for nomina- 
lons f or officers of Student Government Asso¬ 
ciation, of the Spinster , of the Athletic Associa- 
’° n ’ of Magazine; to draw up a ticket 
which shall be voted upon by the Association. 

St c. 3. I here shall be a Recorder of Census, 
'v lose duty it shall be to keep a permanent and 
(°nip ete record of offices and their values, as 
t d l>y members of the Association, and the 
1 umshments and Penalties received by the 
members of the Association. 

ARTICLE 10 
Amendments 

Any amendment to this Constitution shall be 
presented in writing to the President of the Stu- 
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dent Government Association, and shall lie upon 
the table one (1) week before being passed upon. 
A two-thirds (%) majority vote of all the 
members shall be required for its adoption. 

ARTICLE 11 

The Student Government Association recog¬ 
nizes the President and Faculty as final authority 
on executive and legislative matters. 

BY-LAWS 

(1) Each student shall sign a card, pledging 
herself to loyally support the Constitution, By- 
Laws and Regulations of the Student Govern¬ 
ment Association and to honesty in academic 
work. That is, giving or receiving aid on ex¬ 
aminations, by notebooks or otherwise, and in a 
classroom, and the wilful violations of College 
rules, are in direct violation of the said standard 
of honor and shall be dealt with accordingly by 
the proper authorities. 

(2) The following shall constitute the 
quarters of the Student Government Association. 

First Quarter —From opening of College to 
November 20th. 

Second Quarter —From November 20th to 
February 1st. 

Third Quarter —From February 1st to April 
1st. 

Fourth Quarter —From April 1st through 
Commencement. 
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(3) House Presidents: 

(a) There shall he one House President for 
each Dormitory. 

7 he House Presidents shall he elected 
y the Student Body to hold office for one year. 

( c ) ^ he duties of the House President shall be: 

0) The giving of permission to spend the 
night in another student’s room. 

(2) General authority over Proctors.

(4) The receiving of weekly reports from 
roc tors, which, with her own weekly report, she 

s a present to the Executive Council at each 
regular meeting.

(c) Proctors shall hold office for one quarter. 

(d) The duties of the Proctors shall be: 

(1) lo maintain quiet and order in the dor¬ 
mitories during study and quiet hours. 
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(2) To report warnings and call-downs each 
day to the House President. 

(3) To remain on the hall between 10:20 
and 10:30 in the evening. 

(4) There shall be one (1) Proctor in each 
district during evening study hours. 

(5) Call-Downs and Warnings: 

(a) Call-downs are warranted by the following 

offenses: 

(1) The penalty for thirteen (13) tardy 
marks in the dining room, per quarter, sha e 
one (1) call-down. For each additional five (5) 
tardy marks the penalty shall be one (1) ca 

down. . 

(2) For each report by the matron of an 
untidy room the penalty shall be one (1) ca 
down for the offending occupant or occupants ot 
the room. 

(3) For each unexcused absence from music 
practice, the penalty shall be one (1) call-down. 

(4) The penalty for each offense of being 
absent from the campus, unchaperoned, except 
in prescribed hours, shall be t.wo (2) call-downs.

(15) All signing of Student Government 
records shall be done in person.

(b) Provisions for maintenance of order and 
decorum in the Chapel and on the Campus:

(3) Gymnasium or basket-ball suits shall 
not be worn on the front campus, unless entirely 
covered by a coat or skirt.

(5) White cotton “middies” and dark 
skirts are not to be worn to dinner or in the 
Chapel. An entire white or dark “middy” suit 
may be worn. 

(6) Students shall not keep articles for any 
ength of time on the outside sills of windows. 

(c) Provisions for Regulations of Exercise: 

( 1) Each student shall take at least an hour 
o active exercise daily, as prescribed by the De¬ 
partment of Physical Education. Time spent in 
tea rooms shall not count as exercise. 

(2) Exercise in the forms of walking, tennis, 
am ot er outdoor sports may be taken at any 

ime c uring the day, under the following pro¬ 
visions: 

la) There shall be no noise or congregating 
in the quadrangle during class periods, or bois- 
terous noise on any part of the College grounds. 

(b) Reasonable quiet for study should be 
maintained in the dormitories from 4 to 6 P. M. 
This is not intended to prohibit the use of victrolas 
or orderly social gatherings, but there should be 
no noise on the corridors. (The principle should 
e recognized that if recreation may be taken 
during class periods, the dormitories must be 
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reasonably quiet for study during recreation 
period). 

(c) Exercise may not be taken before 6:30 
A. M. 

(d) “Off-Campus”, regulations: 

(1) Upon leaving the campus a student must 
sign her name, and that of her chaperon, the 
time of leaving and her destination, in the 
Student Government Record located in tic 

Main Building. , 

(2) Students may not take walks off the 

campus on Sunday morning. 

(3) Seniors and Juniors may take, during 
any hour of the day, the following prescribed 
walks, unchaperoned. They must sign out on 
leaving and sign in upon return. 

(1) To the barn and orchard. 

(2) To the cemetery. 

(3) The “RecLRoad” walk. 

(Not fewer than three students, one of 
whom is a Senior or Junior, may take 
the “Red Road” walk.) 

(4) To Mrs. Robinson’s via the main road 

and the Green store. 

(5) To the house on the hill behind Stutz- 

man’s. 

(6) The lane by Dr. Trout’s house, across 

the fields behind Enon. 

(4) One Senior or Junior may chaperon an 
under-classman on the above prescribed walks.

There shall be First Lieutenants on each 
floor, the number to be decided by the Fire 
Chief. Their duties shall be: 
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(1) To receive orders from the Captains 
as to which exit to take.

(3) To see that absolute quiet is observed 
during Fire Drills.

(a) Overabsence, for any reason whatever, 
must be absolved by an examination (one or two 
hours) on the semester’s work preliminary to 
the semester examination. A written petition 
requesting such a preliminary examination and 
stating the date and reason for each absence must 

f be sent to the Faculty Committee ten (10) days 
before the semester examina tion. If the rea¬ 
sons for the absences are adequate, the fee for 
such an examination is $2.00. If the reasons 
are inadequate, the fee is $5.00 for the first and 
$2.00 for each additional examination. Inade¬ 
quately excused overabsence also involves, for 
each overabsence , a zero, w hich may not be ab¬ 
solved, and which lowers the quarter-mark fivc^ 
points. 

(b) Overabsence in courses which do not 
admit of examination (Art, Gymnasium and 
Music), must be made up hour for hour, in 
addition to the fee and zero, provided for 
under (a). 

(c) Absence incurred in any of the ways 
stated under (2) and (3), for adequate reasons, 
will be absolved by a written lesson on all the 
subjects missed, with a fee of $2.00 for each sub¬ 
ject. These written lessons should be arranged 
for with the instructor immediately upon the 
return of the student to her work. 
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(d) Absences incurred in any of the ways 
stated under (2) and (3), for inadequate reasons, 
will, in addition to the regulations imposed 
under (b), involve, for each such absence, a 
zero, which may not be absolved, and which 
lowers the quarter-mark five points. 

(e) All reports of illness should be accom¬ 
panied by the doctor's certificate. 

(f) The receipt for the payfnent of fees 
according to (a), (b) and (c), must be presented 
to the instructor before the examination. 

(g) A student who absents herself more than 
twenty-five (25) per cent, of the semester, must 
repeat the semester’s work, unless her professors 
recommend to the Faculty Committee an ac¬ 
ceptable plan by which the lost time may be made 
up.
